LIBERIA TRIBES 
DISARMED BY 
LEAGUE KILLED 


Peace Organization Placed 
In Embarrassing 


Position 


GENEVA, April 14—The League 
ef Nations was placed in an em- 
barrassing light last night by re- 
ports that scores of members of the 
Kru tribes, in interior Liberia, 
which the league itself persuaded 
to disarm, had been massacred, 

A protest from the league was 
dispatched to the Liberian govern- 
ment, 

The league commission, headed 
by Dr. Melville Mackenzie, in 19382, 
induced the Krus to surrender their 
rifles in the interest of peace with 
the Liberian government. Sons of 
chiefs, after weeks of dangerous 
struggle in the jungle, during which 
they were attacked by wild beasts, 
reached neighboring colonies and 
succeeded in forwarding protests to 
the league on Europe-bound steam- 


ships. 

The league last night received 
confirmation from British sources, 
it was announced, that the griev- 


ances were well founded. 

An investigation commission sent 
to Liberia by the state department 
at Washington reported in Janu- 
ary, 193], that although Liberia 
was founded as a refuge for former 
slaves ignorant natives were forced |

“Millions now idle will never work again” regu- 
larly, and Alberta has its share of those doomed 
to perpetua! unemployment. There is scarcely 
room to doubt that. 

Industry has been mechanized to the pcint 
where two men working with fearfully efficient 
riodern tools leave nothing for the third man 
to do. Even while multitudes have been out 
of work, machine production has been geared 
up to higher capacity. 

The problem of unemployment is not tem- 
porary. It is permanent. Work schemes and 
direct relief may bridge the difficulty for the 
time, They cannot provide a remedy for the 
basie condition. Armed with modern ap- 
pliances there is no longer need nor chance is 


country, in production and distribution, working 
a full day the year around. 

That, Mr. Smitten says, is the situation, not 
only in distant parts of the world, but in this 
province of Alberta: What are we going to do 
about it? 


SOMETHING STABLE NEEDED 
A bevy of leading bankers told the banking 
committee at Ottawa the great cause of the 
depression had been the erection of tariff bar- 
riers between the nations, which only too effece 
tively accomplished the purpose for which they 
were built. Except for changing “the” to “a”, 
no one who reads his newspaper with under- 
standing can dispute the point. The blockade of 
trade was “a” great cause of the depression. 
But there were other contributary causes, 
also powerful One of them was that we were 
trying to do a twentieth century volume of 
business with the financial machinery of the 
nineteenth century. Canadians, it is said, did 
more than $40,000,000,000 of business in 1929, 
They did it with bank-inflated currency and 
redit based on only $200,000,000 of Dominion 
notes. Naturally, when tariffs stopped foreign 
trade, the financial bubble burst, bankers and 
everyone else got panicky, credit was called in, 
and the country went into a tail spin. 

A revival of foreign trade would improve 
conditions in Canada; there can be no worth 
while improvement without that. But along 
with this will have to go monetary changes, 
if the improvement is to be permanent. We 
shall have to find out how to monetize real 
- wealth, and make it stay monstized; else a 
. @f recovery will be only 1 time of pre- 
* paration for another and worse collapse.

LEAVE IT TO THE MERCHANTS 


In the legislation to set up .a provincial 
trades and industry bureau, the key clause 
provides that the Government may “prohibit 
the sale of any commodity by any person at a 
price which is less than the invoice cost or 
replacement cost together with such additional 
amount or percentage as may be fixed in the 
order as sufficient to provide for the cost of 
carrying on business fairly attributable to that 
commodity” in Alberta. 

This clause, Premier Brownlee says, simply 
suggests that action may be taken on commodi- 
ties for which there may be a minimum price 
below which it is impossible to go. He hoped 
those interested in business, rather than the 
Government, would take it upon themselves 
to make the scheme a success. 

That is to say, the clause is intended for ap- 
pearance rather than for use, at best for in- 
direct effect. The hope is that those engaged 
in the line of business concerned will get to- 
gether and set the price, rather than leave this 
to the director of the bureau. 

Not many years ago parijiament and the 
legislatures used to be legislating to prevent 
price-fixing. Now they are legislating to com- 
pel it. 

In the circumstances it will be a good deal 
better for industry and trade if the prices are 
fixed by the merchants than by officials who

may or may not know the essentials and inci-| 


dentals of business regulation. The merchants 


} at least will not forget that there are places 


outside Alberta where goods can be bought. 
Nor that to raise prices without a corresponding 
rise in the incomes of customers would simply 
mean that less. goods would be bought and made 
in Alberta. When buying power is static prices 
cannot be arbitrarily raised without discour- 
aging buying.

I'm not sure that the visit this week of 
Major C. H. Douglas, originator of the Douglas 
Social Credit system, to western Canada, 
shouldn't be listed among the significant 
dates in western Canadian history, Time will 
tell. 

Nobody who has read anything about the 
Douglas systetm—much less the keen engineer- 
economist himself—but knew in advance of his 
visit that there is no hope under the existing 
constitution of Canada and the provinces that 
any Social Credit plan could be at once put 
into effect. In all his addresses at Edmonton 
and at Calgary also, the visitor made it clear 
that the first thing to be done is not to draw 
up a Social Credit plan, but to clear the way 
to have one installed. 

It’s been obvious for a long time that the 
British North America Act no longer satisfies 
the needs of Canadians, many of whom assume 
that like the laws of the Medes and Persians, 
it cannot be altered. In the nature of things 
no constitution can be written that will suit 
the requirements of all time. The United States 
constitution has been amended time and again. 
No matter how much amended it can never 
be as satisfactory as the unwritten and ever- 
changing constitution of England. 

It needed some distinguished visitor to come 
and tell us that the constitution can be altered, 
and must be altered if advancements in govern- 
ment are to be effected.

“Any person who prints, publishes, edits, 
issues, circulates, sells, or offers for sale or 
distribution any book, newspaper, period- 
ical, pamphlet, picture, paper, circular, card, 
letter, writing, print, publication or docu- 
ment of any kind in which is taught, ad- 
vocated, advised or defended, or who shall 
in any manner teach, advocate, or advise 
or defend the use, without authority of law, 
of force, violeiice, terrorism, or physical 
injury, as a means of accomplishing any 
governmental, industrial or economic 
change, or otherwise, shall be guilty of en 

offence and liable to imprisonment for not 
more than twenty years.”

A Day in Canadian History 


TWO FRIGATES OF KINGSTON 


On this date, in 1814, there was 
a big time at Kingston, Upper 
Canada. The occasion was the 
launching of the two fine frigates, 
the Prince Regent, 58 guns and 
the Princess Charlotte, 36 guns. 
There had been a race in ship 
building between the United 
States at Sackett’s Harbor, under 
Chauncey, and tke British at 
Kingston under Sir James Yeo. 

Our admiral had been terribly 
handicapped by shortage of men 
and material. He had done his 
best to convince both the author- 
ities in England and Sir George 
Prevost at Quebec that the com- 
mand of the lakes would be 
fought out on Lake Ontario; but 
got little satisfaction. He had 
engaged every carpenter to be 
had in Montreal, had worked his 
force night and day, and had his 
reward in the fact that the two 
vessels had been put in the water 
and only needed equipping to be 
ready for the fighting of the sum- 
mer, The guns for the ships were 
on their way from Halifax, with 
much needed naval reinforce- 
ments. 

Just then the United States re- 
quested an armistice, but Yeo was 
not to be trapped. He wrote to 
Prevost that the proposed armis-

“tice “would neither conduce to 
the credit of His Majesty's gov- 
ernment nor the honor of his 
arms, while it would enable the 
enemy to gain time for launch- 
ing and equipping more ships, 
augmenting and conce/trating his 
forces and bringing them to bear 
with redoubled force against us.” 

It was decided to go ahead with 
preparations for battle. On May 
4th a fleet of fighting ships left 
Kingston to attack Oswego and 
Sacketi’s Harbor. Oswego was 
captured, the enemy’s ships sunk 
and much secured in the way of 
stores and provisions. It was a 
great and timely victory won 
chiefly by the use of the two 
Kingston-built frigates. 

Another frigate, the St. Law- 
rence, was launched September 
10. She was the largest ship on 
the lakes, designed to mount 102 
guns, She was completely 
equipped by October, but then 
winter arrived and when spring 
came the war was over and she 
never got into action. All three 
of these fine war ships were 
scrapped under the Bagot-Rush 
treaty, and all that is left of them 
is some rusted iron which can be 
seen in Collins bay and King- 
ston harbor on a clear day. Their 
grave was the bottom of the lake.

COARSE GRAIN BONUS 

Editor Bulletin: At last after 
very considerable delay the leg- 
islation which presumably is de- 
signed-to implement the London 
wheat agreement has been 
brought before the three provin- 
cial assemblies and a bill which 
takes for the Dominion govern- 
ment vast powers to regulate 
agricultural produce has been

presented to the House of Com- 
mons. 

Many, other than myself, 
must have searched these bills 
in vain to find something which 
will tend to reduce the quantity 
of wheat which is produced in 
Canada, and which will thereby 
_increase the natural price, which 
surely is the reason for them. 

The provincial legislation has 
hopes of controlling marketing 
end in that way controlling the 
quantity of wheat which will be 
exported. Such may be accom- 
plished but that will not have 
the least effect on the price in 
the long run. 

Surely our own experience in 
1929-30 should teach us this and 
the lamentable failure of the 
farm board in the U.S.A. should 
show us that the final factor in 
deciding the price is not the 
quantity of wheat on offer, but 
the available supply of: physical 
wheat in the world. 

That undoubtedly accounts for 
the fact that wheat in terms of 
gold, touched a new low price 
just a few weeks ago. 

What is needed is a reduction 
of exports, but a reduction of 
exports through a reduction in 
the prdouction at home, and not 
a reduction in exports if that 
tneans piling up further surpluses 
at home. 

Yet, here we are at another 
seeding season with conditions 
favorable for a vast increase in 
acreage and consequent produc- 
tion. 

Last year at seeding time 
wheat was selling at about 35c 
per bushel in Edmonton, and 
western Canada seeded 25,000,- 
000 acres. This year, as seeding 
approaches, wheat is selling at 
47%c per bushel, thanks to gov- 
ernment support. Will anyone 
venture to say that in the absence 
of any discouragement there 
will not be a big increase in the 
acreage seeded to wheat? 

If this does come about then 
no blame can be attached to the 
grower, because in the absence of 
any discouragement to grow 
other things, he will naturally 
produce that which will most 
readily pay his obligations. 

Now, what has been said about 
tremendous surpluses of wheat 
does not apply to coarse grains 
and flax, and Canada could take

The werld-wide abuse of the Japanese is a case in point; and 
it has cost Canada hundreds of millions of dollars in boycotted 
trade because we have listened to the distortions of interested 
greed instead of studying the facts for ourselves. 


Truth on the Japanese situation first broke through the 
shadows in Australia. Tariff advocates in Australia beat the 
drums about being flooded with Japanese goods made by under- 
paid labor, and legislation was actually before the parliament 
raising duties against Japan; when a Japanese record of trade 
with Australia was verified showing that over a term of years 
Japan had bought five times as much from Australia as Japan 
had sold to Australia. The proposed tariff raises against Japan 
were immediately Sbandoned. 


For some three years the English cotton-spinners have been | 


alarming the Empire with statements that the cotton trade of the 
world was being cornered by Japan; aided by the lever of under- 
paid labor. It was proposed to shut Japanese manufactured cotton 
goods out of India. In considering this policy it developed that 
Japan was by far the largest and in some lines the exclusive 
buyers of raw cotton grown in India; and that once Japan stooped 
buying, India would have to stop growing. There was an im- 
aie abandonment of the idea of shutting out Japan from 
india. 


Then there was a falling back to the old country trade. It was 
said the English cotton spinning trade could ‘not survive against 
Japanese low-wage competition. Finally a complete enquiry was 
carried on. It has been proven beyond doubts; has been admitted 
even by the Conservative papers in England, that the Japanese 
have not hurt the English cotton trade; that the total cotton trade 
which the Japanese control is only equal to one-half of the 
increase in the cotton trade during the present century; that the 
Japanese wage rates are not a factor but that Japanese modern 
equipment is a great factor; and that what the English trade 
needs is modernization of equipment, and not legislation. 


It took truth several years to catch up; but the final result is 
unanswerable. England was being rushed into commercial war 
with Japan in an effort to keep ancient and absolete plants in 
operation.

Canada was not fortunate enough to stop in time, and we have 
created a highly efficient blockade of trade on the Orient side of 
raising duties against Japan for the benefit of two or three 
corporations not altogether dissociated from United States con- 
nections. The. United States is the favored customer of Japan by 
reason of keeping the trade door open for Japanese silk. The 
Japanese buy from the United States up to the full amount of | 
their sales in the United States and some millions per year more. |

; of Boston, The sea was unusually | 
calm that day, and—this is not so} 
uncommon—this fellow was asleep | 
on the surface, with his fin, his] 
tail and part of the length of his} 
jsword showing. I shut off the en- | 


| gine and allowed the boat to drift 
| silently until the pulpit was direct- 


ly over my prey. When the posi- 
tion was just right I let fly with 
| the harpoon, driving the 20-foot 
lance down into his back. 


Now the harpoon is so construct- 
ed that the handle may easily be 
twisted from the head, The line is 
attached to the head only of the 
shaft, as it is this part which be- 
comes embedded in the fish's body 
Usually about 2,000 feet of line is 
attached. 


FISH GETS REVENGE 

I gave the handle the customary 
twist to free it from the foot-long 
|head of the harpoon. But the 
handle did not come free, and while 
I still had a firm grip on it the} 
swordfish, struck a little too far 
| back on his body, dived with the 
speed of a torpedo, Still trying to 
free the handle, I hung on to it.| 
| The diving fish yanked me over} 
the rope railing of the pulpit, and/ 
headlong into the sea! | 
Just then another broadbill, prob- | 
lably attracted by the commotion | 
in the water, came dashing up. I} 
was in a far more perilous posi-| 
tion than one might realize. For if 
the oncoming swordfish saw fit to 
strike at my body in the water—

“BIG, BAD WOLF” IS GRIM 
REALITY IN

BARREN LANDS 


Fred Riddle, Trapper, De- 
plores Lifting of Boun- 


ty by Government 


The big, bad wolf is a grim real- 
ity in the northland barrens. 

The wolves are decimating the 
caribou herds, according to Fred 
Riddle, who recently arrived in the 
city following a two-year stay in 
the Dubawnt river barrens to the} 
north of Lake Athabaska. 

Since the government bounty on} 
the wolves has been withdrawn, ex- 
plains Riddle, the trappers are not 
bothering to trap the wolves and} 
seldom waste precious ammunition | 
| on shooting the big gray killers. 


WOLVES INCREASING 

Now the wolves are attacking the 
caribou herds with impunity, Rid- 
dle added, and while the caribou 
are being destroyed, the wolves are 
automatically increasing in num- 
ber. | 
| Riddle says the situation is made 
worse by the fact that the wolves 
are natural born killers—they kill 
for fun as well as for food. 

“Many a time this last winter I 
}came across the carcasses of cari- 
|bou killed by wolves—and not a 
single mouthful of meat had been 
taken by the wolves. In other cases, 


| 


“The wolves are not worth killing 
now,” explained the trapper, “You 
can figure that every time you 
catch one in a trap he racks it so 
bad that the trap is hardly safe to 
use again for wolves. Ammunition is 
heavy and has to be carried a long 


WASTE OF TIME 

“It looks to me like it is going 
to be a waste of time trying to pass 
laws preventing shooting the cari- 
bou, if the government 
| bounty off wolves,” asserted Riddle. 
“The wolves kill far more caribou 
than the same number of trappers 
in the course of a season. The 
Mounties must know the situation, 
for only recently the Mountie at 
| Stoney Rapids, Sask., carried out a 
1,000-mile patrol throughJhe heart 
of the barrenlands and he must 
have seen what I and other trap- 
pers have seen.” 

Riddle says that the chief source 
of revenue from the barrenlands 
will always be fur, and the authori- 
ties might as well administer that 
section with an end to preserving 
the caribou—the beginning of all 
life for both animal and humans in 
the barrens.

DIOCESE PASSES 
NAME CHANGE, 
AT HAMILTON 


Controversy to Be Settled 
As Result of Recent 


Decision 


TORONTO, April 14—The cor- 
poration of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Hamilton will forego it 
claim to be called the Corporation 
of the Catholic Diocese of Hamil- 
ton and thus will silence a contro- 
versy that has aroused Protestant 
ism in Hamilton and had repercus- 
sions in the Orange order through- 
out western Ontario 

This information on a highly con- 


troversial question was received 
from an authoritative source, A} 
few months ago the diocese peti- 
tioned the Ontario legislature for | 
power to drop the word “Roman 

from its title. These changes re- | 
quired a private bill in the provin- | 
cial legislature, and this bill was 
sponsored by Argue Martin, Con- 
servative member for Hamilton 
West. When the private bill re- 
ceived first reading, Mr. Martin

Deletion of the word “Roman 
was protested by almost every 
Protestant faith in Hamilton. The 
ancient controversy as to what was 
the “Catholic” church was renewed 
and Protestants saw the move as 
a direct blow at their faiths.

McNally, of Hamilton diocese, said 
in reply that the change was pro- 
posed merely to shorten an un- 
wieldy title.

Her Prairie Stories 


Reflect Her Courage 


ATHLEEN STRANGE, whose name is 
frequently seen above stories of prairie 
life, came to the Canadian prairie via 

London, Paris, New York, San Francisco. 
Ten years on the prairie hadn't changed her 
much, except that she had gained poise— 
that which comes to a man or a woman who 
has learned to meet life unafraid. 

She is the young wife of a “wheat king” 
Major H. G. L. Strange—whose world-cham- 
pionship in wheat has brought added glory 
to western Canada, 

Most of her little western tales are pub- 
lished in English papers and periodicals, but 
many appear in Canada, too. 

The story of the wheat king and his 
small spouse is an amazing tale, even in 
western Canada. Neither of them ever saw 
a farm until 1920, Three years later their 
grain won the world championship at the 
Chicago Agricultural Fair. 

Before the war Major Strange was man- 
ager of a gas company in Honolulu, In 1914 
he went home to England and joined the 
Imperial forces. He served with distinction, 
and in 1917, having been seriously wounded, 
was given light military duty in London. 
There he met the daughter of a civil servant 
who was also a free-lance journalist. 

A year later she married him and, after 
the Armistice, they set out for Honolulu. 
Major Strange arranged to stop for some 
months on the way in New York and San 
Francisco, as representative of some English 
interests. They spent seven months in the 
U.S. A., Mrs, Strange doing her bit for the 
family by doing secretarial work on Wall 
street for the months when they were in 
New York. Major Strange found the work 
and responsibility which he had undertaken 
quite a strain; he was still far from strong. 
so, before sailing for Honoluka, he dropped 
in to see a doctor in San Francisco, 

The doctor’s verdict was a shock: “No 
tropical country for you, major! Outdoor 
life in a bracing climate—and—now!” 

They came to Canada, took up farm land 
in Alberta: on the farm there was a one- 
room shack. They got out the pen, ink and 
paper; wrote a mail order house foreenough 
beaver board to line the shack and some 
chintz for curtains. Then they wrote long 
and inquisitive letters to ministers of agri- 
culture and their deputies, to agricultural 
college professors whose names they didn’t 
know, to managers of experimental farms, 
to agricultural agents. 

Not only were their letters answered 
with a wealth of agricultural literature, but 
they even received visits from officials in- 
terested in the ambition expressed in the 
letters. 

They worked from dawn till after dark. 
Major Strange studied, experimented with 
grains, worked with never-tiring enthusiasm 
and grit. 

In these busy hours she found time to 
write. From time to time editors received 
simply written, yet poignant, little sketches 
in plain English which, by virtue of their 
very simplicity, possessed a certain ~ vivid 
quality. They carried conviction—those 
stories of “hailing out,” of prairie fire, of life 
in a one-room shack under pioneering con- 
ditions, Gradually her fame spread, until it 
has received wide recognition. 


Stormsand Hungry Bugs 


APTAIN SAMUEL ROBINSON, who 

has voyaged from Canada to the Orient 

for a couple of decades, has weathered 
a few bad storms in his time. The worst 
typhoon he ever faced caught him in Hong 
Kong in 1906, when twenty-seven ships were 
sunk in the shelter of the harbor. In the 
few minutes he was compelled to face the 
gale he had his nostrils and ears torn by 
the terrific wind, and a hatchet he carried 
in his hand was wrenched from his grip 
and blown overboard.

GGRESSIVE wheat growers are now 
A pointing to London, England, as the 

wheat capital of the world. Under the 
leadership of a red-headed Canadian, 21 
great nations have established~an interna- 
tional advisory commission in that city, with 
the intention of helping the farmer by mak- 
ing us eat more wheat in the form of bread, 
pies, cakes, biscuits and goodness knows 
what. 

Andrew Cairns is the nan to whom the 
cereal growers look for help, and “Andy” 
means business. He was born in Seotland, 
where he inherited his business ability and 
a carroty thatch. Then he came to the Do- 
minion and grew up in the neighborhood of 
Islay, Alberta. His alma maters are the 
universities of Alberta and Minnesota; his 
studies, economics—particularly where that 
science treats on agricultural themes. 

When the wheat commissien was formed, 
Mr, Cairns was created permanent ex-offi- 
cio secretary, which is even more confi- 
dential than it sounds, He receives $12,000 
a year, payable jointly by the countries 
participating in the plan,

 DEWY GRASS ROUTS DEATH 


T 6 o'clock of a fine June morning in 
1918, a heavy dew lay on the grass of 
the Austro-Italian frontier. 

Without the dew, Captain Earl T, Hand 
never would have organized his air trans- 
port company or played a leading role in the 
formation of flying clubs across Canada. 
Without the dew, Captain Hand could not 
have lived. 

But to begin at the beginning. In 1915, 
Earl Hand joined the Canadian infantry, 
soon was transferred to the Royal Flying 
Corps, and was a member of the first class 
of fledgeling pilots to graduate from the 
Camp Borden air training school. 

The late Colonel Roy Barker, ranking 
Canadian “ace” who was killed in Ottawa 
several years ago, was his buddy. Whereas, 
nowadays, it takes ten hours for a green- 
horn to learn to fly, these two young dare- 
devils became pilots after two and a half 
hours of instruction. 

Hand went to England, received advanced 
combat training in tricky little hump-backed 
aeroplanes, then on to France with the 45th 
Aero Squadron, to serve six months over 
Ypres. 

Early 1918 found him transferred to the 
Austro-Italian front, flying from pocket- 
sized aerodromes in the Tyrolese Alps. He 
was promoted to captain and decorated “for 
conspicuous bravery while in action.” 

That was a scene he won't forget. Three

Dwarf From Java, Find s Friend 


TROLLING down the midway at the 
C.N.E. Dr. James D. Cunningham of 
Collingwood was attracted by a spieler 

extolling the merits of the Dwarf from Java. 
Seeing the midget standing on a_ raised 
platform, Dr. Cunningham edged in closer 
and spoke to the little black man in the 
Malay tongue. 

“He jumped about a foot?” said Dr. 
Cunningham, “and almost swallowed the 
cigar he was smoking when I asked: 

“Where do you come from?” 


“Java,” replied the midget, and began 
talking to Dr. Cunningham for all he was 
worth, 


“It was the first time he had heard his 
native tongue in seven years,” said Dr. Cun- 
ningham, “We had a real talk a day or so 
later when the dwarf invited me to his quar- 
ters and showed me keepsakes brought from 
his native land.” 

Dr. Cunningham vividly recalls his 
youthful days in Dutch Borneo, where he 
was employed by a large English petroleum 
concern, 


“I lived in Dutch Borneo for six years 
and I made a study of the Malay language— 
at least I had a good working knowledge of 
it when I left Balik Pappan 28 years ago,” 
said Dr. Cunningham, “At that time, the 
refinery there had a capacity of 25,000 bar- 
rels a day. I’ve seen thousands of gallons 
of gasoline burnt because there was’ no mar- 
ket for it. That was before the advent of 
the motor car, of course.”

Dr. Cunningham, “but I saw quite a num- 
ber of men. They are small in stature 
and exhibit little or no intelligence.”

After the war he returned to Canada and 
resumed his studies in law, was called to the 
bar and practised for ahout six years, Then 
the urge to get back into flying came upon 
him, He organized his air transport firm. 

He is a very democratic compapy-head. 
When a particularly tough assignment comes 
up he doesn't sit in his office and commission 
an employee to do it—he does it himself. 
As, for example, the recent case of Mr. 
Ellinor of Sarnia, one of the hunters who was 
caught by the freeze-up in the Moon river 
district in November last. Ellinor had broken 
his leg and had to be gotten out to hospital 
right away. Hand flew in and made three 
attempts to land with a ski-equipped aero- 
plane upon shell-thin river ice. On the thir’ 
day he succeeded, and saved the injured 
hunter, but after he had left they found that 
cracks on the ice spread for an area of a 
hundred yards around the spot where he 
had landed.

VETERAN SAILORMAN CONFOUNDS PACIFIC COAST MEDICOS 


THRIVES ON DAIL Y PLUNGES AMONG COLUMBIA'S ICE-FLOES 


LAIMANT to the title of British Colum- 
hia’s healthiest citizen is William Gopp, 
a young man of sixty-four, Be it sum- 


mer or winter, young Mr. Gopp feels 
thwarted whenever he misses his daily 
plunge into the swift-flowing Columbia 
river, 


“T have been a swimmer all my life,” he 
says, “and I just have to dive into the water. 
After I come out, I feel ten years younger.” 

No spotlight hunter, Mr. Gopp has made 
ten plunges from the forty-foot East Trail 
bridge and only by chance has he been ob- 
served, Never has he had an assistant or 
a boatman as insurance against accident. 

Once when he struck the water his right 
arm refused to function, and he had to pull 
himself to shore with only one arm. 

“Diving is 90 per cent. grit and 10 per 
cent, skill,’ Mr. Gopp declares, “If you lose 
your nerve you land like a thousand bricks.” 

Learning to swim by himself at the age 
of ten, Mr. Gopp always has preferred tak- 
ing his dips alone. 

“I often had wondered what it would be 
like to be totally exhausted from swim- 
ming,” he recalls, “So one day, all by 
myself, I picked out a nice pool where I 
could touch bottom and there I swam till 
I could swim no more. I had no one to time 
me but I must have been in the water for 
hours. Finally I could do no more, My 
muscles were as though I had been frozen, 
and it was all I could do to make the beach, 
crawling out on all fours.” 


His worst experience came one winter 
when he had to walk on ice over which 
water was flowing in order to reach a spot 
where he could have a dip. Mr, Gopp’s

“Doctors have told me for many years 
that I’m too old for this sort of thing,” says 
Mr, Gopp. “And when the fish and ducks 
start walking down the main street, I'll stop 
swimming. 

“Not that I haven't tried to stop. But 
somehow when I look out over the beauti- 
ful water I just can’t stay on land.” 

Born in Vienna, William Gopp left Ger- 
many in his early teens and went to sea in 
the “Salisbury,” a full-rigged ship, and on 
one of his voyages took 115 days to go from 
Cardiff to Panama, around the “Horn,” 

He sailed for two years (1885-86) on 
the Old Reporter and  Barquentine 
Wrestler on the Pacific coats in the lumber 
trade, plying between Seattle and Santa 
Barbara. 

On December 8, 1886, he left San Fran- 
cisco on the American ship Commodore— 
Captain Jordan, master—registered at Bos- 
ton, He landed at Departure Bay on Van- 
couver Island on February 2, 1887, It was 
at the time of the great entation in the 
Dunsmuir mines, and the ship could get no 
coal and the crew was dismissed. Mr. Gopp 
arrived in Nelson, B.C., March 9, 1909, and 
proceeded to Blueberry the same year, hav- 
ing lived there and in Trail for the last 24 
years, He has worked at the Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Company’s smelter 
since 1920, and is still going strong. 

Mr, Gopp still owns a 40-acre ranch at 
Blueberry on which his wife and one son 
lives. He has two sons and four grand- 
children.

A TEACHER PROTESTS 

Editor Bulletin: It’s lots of fun 
being a school teacher! Always 
an element of uncertainty to 
lend piquaacy to life. No know- 
ing when some kindly doctor or 
lawyer may interest himself in 
our welfare and wish to retire 
us while still fairly young and 
active—able to enjoy the “fresh 
air’ when it is “handed” us and 
equal to the task of tramping 
about looking for employment. 

The medico to interest 
himself, believes that women 
qualify for the bone-yard five 
years sooner than do men. What 
a deal of research it must have 
taken to enable him to speak so 
authoritatively! Teachers should 
reciprocate this solicitation. Sure- 
ly doctors age, under the strain 
of their work sooner than most 
people. Neither dead people nor 
well people pay doctors’ bills. 
What a difficult problem to main- 
tain them in that border-land be- 
tween death and _health--sick 
enough (or believing themselves 
so) to employ a doctor, and yet 
able to earn the necessary fee! 

In view of this, teachers should 
importune the government to re- 
tire these men at—shall we say 
fifty-five? Thus would the pub- 
lic be protected, and the “young- 
er, more aggressive doctors given 
a chance.” 

This continual tampering with 
regulations has a cruelly dis- 
quieting effect upon those teach- 
ers who are approaching the re- 
tirement age. Some, in the ab- 
sence of a pension scheme, have 
begun paying into an annuity 
fund, so as to provide something 
for their maintenance at the age 
of 65. Now, like a bolt from the 
blue, comes the suggestion to 
lower the retiring age. If there 
is a retiring age for one pro- 
fession, there should be a retir- 
ing age for all professions. As 
a matter of fact there should be 
no retiring age for any one de- 
sirous of carrying on his work, 
and capable of doing it effi- 
ciently. Why should members of 
other callings continually thrust 
their impious hands into the 
lives of teachers?

SOCIAL LIFE, 
SAYS EXPERT 


| Modern Methods of Rear- 


ing Infants Termed ‘Sys- 


tematized Neglect’ 


BALTIMORE, April 14.—Modern 
methods of rearing babies were 
characterized today by Dr. Knight 
Dunlap, professor of psychology at 
as ‘'sys- 
tematized neglect 

“A baby is not a vegetable. 
Neither jis it an animal, It should 
not be left alone to develop by 
itself or to devise ways of amus- 
ing itself. A baby needs social 
life, just as much as do adults.” 

Dr. Dunlap advised that 
be talked to, tossed in the 


babies 
air and 


| petted and coddled as much as pos- 


sible, 
“Right now,” he said, “I am 
gathering information to deter- 


mine if thumb sucking isn't due 
to a baby being left alone too 
often.” 


| GRANDMOTHER KNEW 


Dr. Dunlap, who has studied chil- 
}dren for the past thirty years and 
}has children and grandchildren of 
| his own, said his observations show 
that, “after all, Grandmother and 
the Indians knew a great deal 
about babies 

“When a baby cried in Grand- 


mother's time,

same with the Indians,” 

He added there was something 
wrong when a baby cried and 
“sonieone should investigate 

The “highly recommended meth 
ods of letting them alone,” said D: 
Dunlap, “are rightly productive of 
social maladjustments later.” 

“If a baby is left alone too 


much it will develop psycho- 
pathic troubles and Jater on have 


a difficult time making social 
adjustments. Such things as 
stammering and embarrassment 


are likely to follow.” 

ADULTS START BABY TALK 
As to Dr. Dunlap said 
“It's the adults themselves who 

set the example. Babies learn- 
ing to talk are able to learn 
proper English, just as easily as 
they learn baby talk.” 

The psychologist said spanking ¢ 
child is not a very good remedy 

“I don't say there are not ex- 
ceptions and that some children 
need spanking, but usually when 
a child needs a spanking it has 
done something that the parents 
should have taught it earlier not 
to do.” 

Dr. Dunlap said there is no for- 
mula for rearing children. What 
would apply to one child would 
not apply to anower.

Golf clubs are not unique in that 

each club seems to contain a willing | 
few upon whoce shoulders is placed | 
the load, The confirmed kickers | 
fre usually found in the larger} 
group who are “too busy” to take | 
up the burden of office and in many | 
cases too busy even to attend an- | 
nual meetings and cast their votes | 
for the men who will administer 
the affairs of their club. 
Golf clubs in Canada have been 
a”. ing through critical times. They 
ure by no means “out of the woods” 
At the opening of the present sea- 
son Some may not suivive, Those 
which do so will succeed only be- 
cause the members of those clubs 
heve stood behind their officers in 
every move and made the best of 
everything. 

The problems facing committees | 
are the problems of the club mem- 
bers as a whole. If new members 
are required to bring the roster 
of playing members up to strength, 
that is a problem for every mem- 
ber of the club to face rather than 
one for the handful who compose 
the membership committee. If the 
house committee finds it necessary 
to curtail some services in the in-| 
terests of necessary economy, it is 
the duty of club members to accept 
those curtailments in the best spirit | 
and without carping criticism. If} 
the green committee, because of a 
reduced budget, finds it impossible 
to provide greens of the fine vel- 
vety texture to which club mem- 
bers have been accustomed or nec-} 
essary to defer some needed im- 
provement on the course until 
business conditions are bettered, 
the club members can make life} 
much happier for the chairman of 
that committee by making the best 
of conditions as they exist rather 
than by pining for the good old 
days and what might have been} 
had it not been for old man de- 
pression. 

Club directors and chairmen of 
committees are members of their 
respective clubs. Their decisions 
are reached only after they have 
considered all angles of the situa- 
tion and those decisions are made 
in the hope of bringing about bet- 
ter conditions for every member of 
the club, 

Golf has made wonderful strides | 
in Canada from the days when the 
first club was formed—whether in| 
Montreal or Toronto depends to a 
large extent upon the local affili-| 
ations of the historian, it seems— 
and there are now more than 500} 
courses scattered across the Domin- | 
ion. They range in location, from 
the Atlantic shores on the east coast | 
to those of the Pacific on the west; 
from the international boundary to 
well within the Arctic Circle, De- | 
spite the difficulties whieh have 
beset business men during the last} 
few years, interest in the Royal and | 
Ancient Game has increased rather 
than diminished, All of which 
bodes well for the future but for 
the present at least it will do no 
harm for Mr, Average Golfer who 
is numbered in the membership of | 
any one of Canada’s golf courses} 
to give a little sympathetic con- 
sideration to his club’s committees 
in these parlous times. A little} 
stronger support than usual will 80} 
a long way in helping the chosen | 
few in their tasks which under 
present conditions of many golf 
clubs, are not the happiest in the 
world,
